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REPORT OF THE 

Superintending Mool Committee. 


The S. S. Committee have made their usual detailed state¬ 
ment of the appearance and progress of the various schools in 
town and there is little occasion for general remarks. 

A new school district has been organized at Pino Point out 
of a part of the Blue Point district, by vote of the town upon 
recommendation of the S. S, Committee. The Committee were 
aware that such division would shorten the school in each 
place about one half. But it appeared that the people at Pine 
Point were nearly unanimous for the change, and the people 
at Blue Point did not object, and that there were scholars 
enough for two of fair length, so, after full consideration it was 
thought best for each to have a separate school. 

The committee recommend that the town make an appro¬ 
priation to pay for an exchange of reading books. Those we 
have now have been in use for about seven years and the 
scholars have grown tired of them. Every child has a read¬ 
er and it seems fairer for the town to pay the difference of ex¬ 
change than to oblige each scholar to do so. So far as the 
S. S. Committee are concerned, an exchange may well be 
called a labor of love. It is a great deal of work for them, 
with no pay and with few thanks from any one.

SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


District No. 1, Beech Hill. 

This school has-been in charge of Miss Phcebe E. Larra- 
beh for the entire year. The attendance during the Spring 
and Summer was fair. At each visit we found the order and 
recitations were good. The amount of word, and the manner 
in which it has been done, has been very satisfactory to the 
Committee. 
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District No. 2, Black Point. 

Spring Term. Miss Sadie A, Larrabee, Teacher. At 
the first visit wc found the school doing good, thorough work. 
The attendance was fair and order'good. At the closing visit, 
owing to the lateness of the season, the attendance was small. 
We would specially commend the degree of thoroughness 
which characterizes Miss Larrabec’s work. 

Winter Term. Mr, D. P. Foye, teacher. At our first 
visit we thought there was promise of a fair term of school, 
although the discipline appeared somewhat lax. An attempt 
on the part of the teacher to improve the school in this re¬ 
spect caused a rebellion which made necessary the presence of 
the S. S, Committee. The Committee sustained the teacher; 
but the trouble spread in the district, causing bad feeling, 
greatly injuring the usefulness of the school. At the close 
there were but few scholars. Those present made a good ap¬ 
pearance and showed a good degree of advancement in their 
studies. 


District No. 3. Libby. 

Summer Term. Miss Ella W. Jordan, Teacher. Miss 
Jordan is a faithful and zealous teacher. From the com¬ 
mencement of the term, she sustained herself and managed 
her school with quiet dignity. The school this term was small 
in numbers, yet the closing visit gave unmistakable evidence 
of a superior term and earnest labor on the part of teacher 
and scholars. 

Miss Jordan also taught the Fall and Winter terms, when 
she fully sustained her former excellent reputation. We hope 
to see this teacher in our schools again. 
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District No. 4. Blue Point. 

The Summer, Fall and Winter Terms of this school were 
all in charge of the same teacher, Miss Victoria A. St. 
Clair. The division of this school district evidently affected 
the interest in this school, as the attendance at all the terms 
was very small, considering the largo number of scholars in the 
district. The teacher took a great deal of interest in her 
work, and has had long experience in teaching, and we think 
it was no fault of hers that many of the scholars did not make 
so much advancement as they might have made. Taken as a 
whole, however, the school deserves a good report. 


District No, 5. Dusstan. 

Summer Term, Mits Edna E. Libby, Teacher. This was 
a very good term of school. The average of attendance was 
uncommonly large, being only two less than the whole number 
of scholars. The discipline was good, the scholars interested, 
and the lessons thoroughly learned. The Committee have 
nothing but commendation for Miss Libby and her school. 

Winter Term, Mr. Elmer H. Brackett, teacher. The 
good work of the Summer term was continued in the Winter. 
Teacher and scholars were mutually interested. The large 
per centage of attendance was kept up, many scholars not 
missing a single day. The closing examination showed that 
a great deal of work had been done, and well done. We like 
Mr. Brackett’s methods of teaching and hope his services may 
be had again. 
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District No. G,—Scottow Hill. 

Summer Term : Miss Lucie V. C. Gookin, teacher. Miss 
Gookin is well educated and a thorough teacher. The lessons 
were well understood, the recitations prompt and the school 
quiet and orderly. 

Winter Term : Mr, L. C. Bridquam, teacher. The school 
made a good appearance at the Winter term and the teacher’s 
efforts gave general satisfaction. 


District No. 7,—Beech Ridge. 

Summer Term : Miss Clara J. Libby, teacher, Miss Libby 
has taught in various portions of the town, with good success, 
and in this school she was undoubtedly interested in the welfare 
of her pupils ; still her government was not what we would 
have had it. At the close, it appeared that a fair degree of 
improvement had been made. 

The Winter Term was taught by Mr. Charles H. Mitchell, 
a member of the Committee, and it was evident to the other 
members of the Committee that the general satisfaction of the 
district was justified by an uncommonly good term of school. 


District No, 8 ,—Pine Point. 

A part of the Blue Point school district was organized the 
past season into a new district, to which the above name has 
been given. As the separation was made after the school 
money was appropriated, the scholars have attended at Blue 
Point as usual. In future, this district will have a school of 
its own. 
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District No. 10,—Broad Turk. 

Summer Term, Miss Angie M. Boothby, teacher. This 
teacher had had no previous experience, and we were interested 
in behalf of teacher and scholars. We were pleased to find 
her methods of instruction worthy of imitation by older teach¬ 
ers. The following notes were taken by the Committee: 
Order, excellent; scholars studious; recitations of more than 
average excellence. 

Winter Term : Mr. Frank II. Deering, Teacher. This 
was Mr. Deering’s first school as teacher. The school work 
was well planned and the teacher showed himself interested and 
faithful to his charge. A little trouble arose from some un¬ 
ruly scholars which gave some uneasiness on the part of the 
teacher, hut was finally quelled, after which all went smoothly. 
Advancement was made, especially in arithmetic. 


District No. 11. Oak Hill. 

The Spring and Fall Terms were in charge of Mias Clarv 
A. Jordan. At our first visit we found the attendance larger 
than for several terms before. The order was good and les¬ 
sons nicely recited. At our subsequent visits we found the 
school progressing finely with an average attendance. At the 
close of the Fall term the examination showed us that good, 
thorough work had been done, and that good discipline had 
been maintained. Wc arc of the opinion that it was a very 
profitable school. 

Winter Term : It is perhaps only necessary to say that 
this school was in charge of Mr. John T. Hearn. This was 
Mr. Hearn’s fourth term in this district, and as before, he 
seems to have given general satisfaction. 
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District No. 13,— Coal-Kiln. 

Summer Torm, Miss Mary E. Slemmons, teacher. Miss 
Slemmuns is widely known as a teacher of experience and 
ability, and in this sciool she seemed interested in her pupils. 
The characteristics of the school were thoroughness and de¬ 
cision. Whon last visited, we found but few of the larger 
scholars present, hence were unable to make an accurate re¬ 
port of work done. Those present showed good advancement. 

Winter term, Miss Annie S. Benson, teacher. Miss Ben¬ 
son is a teacher unsurpassed in qualifications by any of our 
teachers, and we were expecting this school to rank above the 
average, but we are sorry to say we were disappointed. The 
teacher was very apt at imparting instruction, yet her order 
was so slack that it was impossible for the school to be inter¬ 
ested in its work. Several of the larger scholars left the 
school before it closed.
